The young man's cry for help echoed 
through the hotel carridors, and was 
heard by fully two hundred men, women 
and children. ^ 

Three boats wore Hished to the scene 
of the accident. That the young man 
became entangled in the boat's rigging 
is the belief of an eye witness, who 
claims the body never came to the sur- 
face after the boat turned turtle.

Although the young man lost his life 
Wednesday afternoon up and until the 
arrival of the boys from the Allendale 
school, no effort was made to recover 
the body. At one o'clock Thursday af- 
ternoon twelve Allendale boys in boats 
took up the task of dragging the lake. 

The boot capsized 100 rods from the 
shore. The depth of the water at this 
point is given as 50 feet. 

Neubaeur has been employed at the 
Lake Villa hotel as an engineer for the 
past three months. His home is in 
Chicago' He came to the United States 
from Germany but six months ago. 
His Chicago relatives were notified of 
his death Thursday morning.

One man was drowned, another was 
revived after having been taken from 
the water in a semiconscious condition, 
and two others risked their lives in an 
attempt to save the drowning man 
Saturday night when Walter J. Sey- 
mour, twenty-four years old and a 
member of the United States Navol 
Training Station at North Chicago fell 
overboard from the gasoline launch 
"Four Brothers" of Waukegan. The 
accident happened near North Chicago. 
The drowned man was employed as a 
painter at the station. His parents re- 
side in Chicago. The story goes that 
Seymour ond Michael Dugon, of Wau- 
kegan, who Is employed as an electri- 
cian by the Public Service Company 
were fltanding jn the cock-pit swap- 
ping stories. Seymour stood with his 
riRht arm resting upon Dugan's shoul- 
der. The boat lerched and Seymour 
fell overboard taking Dugan with him. 
"Man overboard!" was the cry that 
rent the air. Four of the reserves 
leaped into the water and tried to res- 
cue the two men. 

After a search lasting an hour and a 
half, the crew and reserves gave up 
the task and the launch went to the 
South Chicago .X.Ife Saning station 
where Capt Spoor notified Capt. Mor- 
rison. The latter and members of his 
crew put out in a motor boat and they 
seatched for two hours without discov- 
ering the body. 

The "Four Brothers" left Waukegan 
at 2 o'clock Saturday afternoon. Clin-, 
ton Spoor and Frank Nantz were in 
charge of the boat. . They were on a 
trip to Caljimet and as the launce reach- 
ed a point about a m^le off the entrance 
to the river the members of the station 
it is reported, were "making merry." 
Three passengers on the boat were 
walking the deck when Seymour pitch- 
ed forward Into the water, 

"We lost no time in going to Sey- 
mour's aid," said Capt Spoor "but it 
was so dark that he went down before 
we could reach him. 

"It may have been that he was strick- 
en with an attack of heart failure and 
that he was helpless when he struck 
the water." 

Clinton Spoor and Frank Nantz took 
the gasoline launch back to Waukegan 
Sunday afternoon. They reached Wau- 
kegan about 6 o'clock. The men from 
the naval station did not return by 
water. ,

J. R. Graham of Long Lake has dis- 
tinguished himself at the Olympic 
games ot Stockholm, Sweden, and 
according to a cablegram, has brought* 
to Lake County the honor of claiming 
the world's amateur champion as its 
resident. 

Graham has in the past won consider- 
able mention by his skill as a marks- 
man, his reputation having assumed 
international proportions. Two weeks 
ago he left for Sweden to compete 
for the honors of championship and 
this week sends word of his success. 

When he was proclaimed the world's 
champion he was presented with a sil- 
ver trophy, a cup valued at ?3,000 and 
a diamond watch valued at $1,100. 

The highest individual scores of the 
meet are as follows: J. R. Gra- 
ham, Chicago Athletic association, 
9-1; Charies W. Billings, captain, 93; 
R. L. SpotU, Larchmonth Yacht Club, 
90; J. H. Hendrickson, Bergen Beach 
Gun Club. 89; Frank Hall, New York 
Athletic club, 86. 

Graham's achievement was one of the 
several brilliant feats by American 
scars'and is thecauseof miich'rejoicing 
especially among his associates m Lake 
and adjoining counties, who are justly 
proud that the honor not only belongs 
to an American but to one so well 
known hereabouts. 

The Americans took first prize and 
gold medal with a score of 532 out of 
GOO. Great Britain won second prize 
and silver medal with 511, while Ger- 
mariy was third with 510. 

ALBERT THOMPSON 
OF GRAYSLAKE 

DIES SUDDENLY 

Albert Thompson, one of the most 
prominent residents of Grayslake and 
one of the best known men in Lake 
county died very suddenly of applexy 
at his home inGrayalake Monday after- 
noon. He had apparently been in the 
best of health In the morning and had 
just returned from town when he was 
stricken. It is a peculiar coincident 
that his brother George Thompson, 
who for years was associated with him 
in the hardware business In Grayslake, 
died just seventeen days previous. 

Mr. Thompson had spent a part of the 
morning in the down town section of 
Grayslake and returning home com- 
plained of a severe pain in his head. 
He went to bed and died about an hour 
later. A physician who was called de- 
clared that death had resulted from 
apoplexy. ^ /

from it recently.

The echo organs, 
something comparatively new in the 
art of pipe organ making proved some- 
thing of a novelty and the results se- 
cured by Prof. Middleschuite justified 
all claims that have been made for the 
organ. 

The chimes, also controlled from the 
one key board also proved enjoyable. 
Prof. Middleschuite was assisted by A. 
Howard Garrett, baritone, who gave 
several delightful selections alid by Dr. 
Hyland E. Wilson on the piano. The 
work of both of these ortlsts added 
greatly to the pleasure of the program. 
*'The Eagle," sung by Mr. Garrett 
was- a feature of the delightful pro- 
gram. 

The program was opened with a short 
prayer by the general overseer follow- 
ed by words of welcome to Zion City 
to many of the visitors. Zion City peo- 
ple gave their seats to the visiting 
host and everything possible was done 
to assure a pleasant and profitable eve- 
ning for the guests. 

There was no disturbance during the 
entire evening as had been predicted' 
the building was filled to its capacity.

Lake Zurich is Visited by Gang of Clever 
Thieves Last Week 

Safe dynamiters liave again invaded 
Lake connty; the largest descent made 
by the thieves being cleverly executed 
in Plagge Brother* & Company's store 
at Lake Zurich during Wednesday night 
June 20, when the safe was blown to 
piec and 200 dollars in money and 
100 dollars in checks was stolen by the 
robbers, who escaped without leaving a 
clue. 

The robbery was the cause of much 
excitement in southwestern Lake coun- 
ty following the spreading, of the re- 
port and all the country folk near the 
village hastened thither to see the 
wreck of the money chamber and see 
what havoc the robbers had created. 

The safe was literally blown to pieces 
— dynamite being used. The robbery 
occurred during the night time, buC'no- 
body was seen about the place, and no 
clue remains to indicate who might 
have committed the act. • 

When Mr. Plagge arrived to open the 
warehouse and elevator the next morn- 
ing he found the interior of the office a 
wreck; the safe having been blown into 
"smithereens." He, of course, .then 
knew that the money had been taken, 
and checking up, found that $200 had 
been left in the safe the previous night 
.with $100 in checks. Of course tills 
was gone. 

Officers were notified and an eflfort 
made to get track of the robbers but 
without avail as nothing m the shape of 
clothing, etc., was left at the scene. 
Bags and other things taken from the 
warehouse showed that the robbers 
knew their business and had care- 
fully covered the safe before applying 
the dynamite.

Governor Woodrow Wilson of New 
Jersey was nominated for the Presi- 
dency of the United States on the forty- 
sixth roll call by the Democratic nation- 
al convention at Baltimore Wednesday 
afternoon, as the climax of a long and 
weary deadlock. 

An attempt to persuade Champ Clark 
to accept the Vice Presidency failed 
shortly before midnight, and the nom- 
inations were sidetracked for t^ie read- 
ing of the plotform to give Ollie James 
another opportunity to attempt to con- 
vince Mr. Clark by phone that he should 
accept the Vice Presidency. James 
told Clark that If he would accept he 
would be named by acclamation. 

With victory in their hands the Wil- 
son leaders and some of the less re- 
sentful of his foes labored valiantly in 
the last hour of the struggle to , wipe 
out the discord that has threatened to 
wreck the Democratic j)arty since the 
deadlock began. .3/ 

But the seeds of bitterness which 
William Jennings Bryan had sown so 
sedulously in the eight days of the con 
vention had sprouted too well to fade 
in a moment, and the convention refus- 
ed to accept a proposal to nominate the 
former President of Princeton Univer- 
sity by acclamation. 

Eighty-four rabid Clark followers, 
headed by the whole Missouri delega* 
tion, in^ted on following their broken 
leader to' the last trench. 

Not until they had nailed their colors 
to the mast of their scuttled ship and 
cast their anti-Wilson votes on the 
forty-sixth ballot did these Clark men 
consent to make unanimous the nomina- 
tion of Wilson, although that selection 
had become a matter of certainty/ be- 
fore the roll call reallv got under way. 
The result of that famous forty-sixth 
ballot was; Wilson, 990; Clark, 84; 
Harmon, 12; absent, 2, 

The real- break' in the deadlock, how- 
ever, had come when Illinois threw ita 
fifty-eight votes from Clark to Wilson- 
on the forty-third ballot, the first jof the 
afternoon roll calls. 

Thus did Roger C. Sullivan finally be- 
come the Nemesis of his ancient foe — 
William Randolph Hearst— by ending- 
the last hope of Hearst's candidate- 
Clark. 

From the moment that Sullivan's 
forces climbed into the Wilson band- 
wagon the latter moved with increasing 
swiftness to its triumphant 'goal. 

Gov. Marshall of Indiana was nom- 
inated as the running mate of Gov. 
Wilson, although William Jennings 
Bryan objected, but he was in favor of 
Clark. ^

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U. S. Cavalry Has New Appliances 



NEW appliances and equipment ore 
now being furnished to tho United 
States cavalry. Not satlsflcd with 
giving the troopers tho field wireless 
telegraph plant, the Alaxlm silencer, 
the automatic machine gun and other 
equipment, tho war department Is go- 
ing a step further. 

Hereafter cavalry troopers are to be 
equipped with pocket electric lights 
and luminous field compasses. Tho 
bayonet Is also to bo added to tho 
trooper's equipment, so that in effect, 
unhorsed, he, will be as cQlcIent as on 
infantryman. 

Due to the extended need for foreign 
service on the port of the troops, and 
to tho superior mobility of tho cavalry 
arm in tho foreign field, the United 
States is making extensive additions 
<to tho field conveniences of tho troop- 
ers. 

Each troop commander Is here- 
after to be supplied with one pocket 
electric fiashllght, five Inches long and 
covered with durable leather. This 
Is on the recommendation of the cav- 
alry equipment board. Jt Is believed 
that the light will be useful to troop 
commanders In conducting night opei> 




atlons with other troops, or even in- 
dependent night operations on a small 
scalo, In reading dispatches, examin- 
ing crossings and banks of streams 
before fording. 

The lights to bo supplied have been 
so covered as to bo proof against wot 
weather and tropical temperatures. 

The luminous compasses are to bo 
Issued to each regimental and squad- 
ron headquarters, and their use is to 
guide troops across a dark and un- 
known country at night. The United 
States is here following the example 
of other countries, which have alriody 
adopted a compass of tho luminous 
type. 

Tho board has recommended tho 
bayonet for the trooper on the ground 
that "tho greatest accomplishments o£ 
tho American cavalry have been scouts 
Ing on foot."

WARFARE Is to bo ended for all 
time, at least so far as tho United 
States Is concerned, and tho standard 
of citizenship In this country is to be 
put on a higher plane than oyer be- 
fore by a course of study In good will 
which Is devised for tho elementary 
schools throughout this country. Such, 
at least, is the hope of those who have 
formulated the course. A complete out- 
line of tho topics covered In this now 
school subject has just been issued 
by the' United States bureau of ed- 
.ucatlon. 

' In the lower' grades, according to 
the bureau of education's program, 
the child Is trained In habits of for- 
bearance, consideration, gentleness 
,and selT'Control, whllo In tho latter 
grades emphasis Is laid upon tho prln- 
.clples of tho world peace movement. 
• Thus In tho first grade the child 



learns tho treatment be should give 
his companions and pets. The second, 
grade deals with home life; the third, 
with school and play time, while tho 
fourth takes up the homo town or city. 
In grade five the course broadens to 
Include a consideration of the wholo 
country; in the sixth, the child takes 
up good citizenship;' in tho seventh 
he studies the world family, and In tho 
last he leama what the larger patriots 
lam means. 

In this wAy the child grows up la 
the understanding that good will, 
which he must show his friends and 
parents, should be extended to all tho 
inhabitants of the earth. He begins 
by learning that he must be kind to 
animals and playmates, because ho Is 
in constant relations with them; t^ea 
ho comes to understand that this na- 
tion should bo at peace yiith all oth- 
ers, beciiuse all nations are Interde- 
pendent, and this finally leads to the 
last topic In tho wholo long course—* 
tho united world. 

Tho moral qualities essential to the 
world peace movement, such as faith- 
fulness, generosity, gratitude, hospital- 
ity, falp play, honesty, and consldersi- 
tlon for others, are emphasized.

The' sun Is tho source of all energy. 
Crops are produced by means of solar 
radiation and food represents the 
Btored-up energy of tho sun's rays. All 
life upon this earth depends upon tho 
ability of plants to store up energy. 

Energy not only runs our ibllls, 
factories and automobiles, but also 
our horses, cattle, and ourselves. Wo 
put some coal under the boiler of an 
engine and burn It. Some of It Is not 
burned, but goes up tho fine as soot 
or smoke and Is wasted. Some of tho 
heat which Is formed by that part 
which Is burned Is also lost via tho 
flue, door, sides of tho furnace, etc. 
Only a part of the total hcnt or ener- 
gy which the coal originally con- 
tained is finally available. In tho form 
of steam, to do work. 

Wo feed a horse com. Part of It 
passes through tho nnlmal undigested 
and oppears In the dung. It. is wasted, 
BO far as the horse is concerned, Just 
aa aro tho smoko and soot of tho fur- 
nace. After the feed Is digested and 
taken Into the animal body, it undor- 
goGs a slow burning process quite 
similar to that of the coal. Some of 
It Is incompletely burned and is ex- 
creted In tho urino along with the re- 
mainder of tho completely burned 
feed, Just as some partially burned 
coat' drops through tho grates with 
the ashes. Some of the energy of the 
feed must also bo used up in tho 
processes of digestion Just as. If wo 
put a self-stoklng device upon the en- 
gine, it would require a certain 
amount of tho energy produced to 
ruij the stoker. The energy which is 
finally available for use by the horse. 



URGENT DEMAND FOR 
TEACHERS OF FARMING 



By A. W. NOLAN, 

Assistant Professor of Agricultural 

Extension, University of Illinois. 

The demand for teachers of agricul- 
ture In elementary, secondary and nor- 
mal schools throughout the country 
Is urgent and persistent. This coll 
for teachers of agriculture haa arisen 
partly through a growing public senti- 
ment among the country people them- 
selves, who believe that their educa- 
tional, financial and social conditions 
will be Improved by the Introduction 
of agriculture Into the schools; and 
partly through the alarm of tho com- 
mercial leaders who know that tho 
future of trade and business depends 
upon a permanent agriculture and that 
a permanent agriculture cannot exist 
■without a system of agricultural edu- 
cation. The result of this awakened 
public sentiment, and this alarm of 
the commercial world has been rapid 
Introduction of agriculture Into tho 
existing public schools and tho estab- 
lishment of separate agricultural 
schools all over the country. Na- 
tional and state aid, together with en- 
forced legislation, baa given Impetus 
to this movement 

Important national and state legis- 
lation calculated to glvo further stim- 
ulus and support to this movement Is 
now, ponding. The Dolllvor-Page bill 
In congresB, providing for instruction 
la agriculture In secondary and nor- 
mal schools, and tie proposed leglsla^ 
tlon In our own 06 well as In several 
others states, to give state aid to high 
schools teaching agriculture, Indicate 
that the call for teachers of agricul- 
ture Is going to bo still more insistent. 

Tho problem qonstxintly arising In 
this connection -Is "Whero are "wo to 
get well trained teachers at salaries 
wo can afford to pay?" Naturally w© 
must look to' the collegea of agricul- 
ture for those teachers. Tho collegoe 
of agriculture are well equipped to 
give tho technical training necessary 
for theae teachora, -but not until re-, 
cently have they made any attempt to 
■give professional training for prospect- 
ive teachers of agriculture. Conse- 
f quently It Is difficult to get the gradu* 
ates ofiour agricultural' collegea Inter- 
ested In teaching. They are looking 
to the Induatrlal and commercial side 
of agriculture rather than to the teach- 
:lng of the subject in the schools. 

One great dleadvantago under which 
Instructors, even In' colleges, seem to 
be working, la Insufficient training 



to do work or to store up In the form 
of body fat. Is tho "net energy" of 
the feed. 

The question now arises as to what 
use all this Is to tho practical farmer. 
Simply this: It has been determined 
how much net energy Is necessary for 
different animals under certain con- 
ditions. The amount of, net energy 
In our common feeding stuffs has 
boon determined. Write to your con* 
gressman for Farmer's Bulletin No. 
340, U. S. Department of Agriculture. 
This contains these feeding standards 
and the values of tho different feeds. 
These tables make It much simpler 
to calculate a ration than by the old 
method of dlgeBtiblo nutrients. 

Just as we measure corn by the 
bushel, so we measure energy by the 
"therm." A therm Is the amount of 
heat required to raise the tempera- 
ture of 250 pounds of water one de- 
gree Fahrenheit; I. e., when wo apeak 
of 100 pounds of corn ns having a net 
energy value of 88.84 therms we mean 
^hat If the encrg>' available to tho 
animal be converted Into heat It 
would raise the temperature of 250- 
pounds of water 88.84 degrees. 

The accompanying- figure shows the 
comparative not energy values of 
some of the more common fee<llng 
Btuffs expressed In therms per 100 
pounds. The height of the mercury 
column In .the thermometers Indicates 
the temperature to which 250 pounda 
of water would bo raised If the net 
energy of 100 pounds of feed were 
converted Into heat. 

In the use of these energy values. 
It must not be forgotten that a cer- 
tain amount of protein Is required by 
all animals, and this must also be tak- 
en Into consideration In forming tho 
rations. 



along practical lines and In pedagogy. 
They are usually graduates of some 
well recognized college of agriculture, 
but have very little training In method 
of presentation of their subjects and 
in the practical application of tho 
same so ns to obtain the good will of 
tho farmers. More and more the meth- 
ods of teaching secondary agriculture 
seem to be lecture and laboratory 
work, rather than field work. Whether 
this Is better remains to bo seen, but 
It la tending thia way, because teach- 
ers ond educational lenders have not 
known how to make agriculture a 
practical field study as well as a book 
and laboratory course. 

Another dlfllculty arising In the 
work of teaching agriculture In the 
public schools Is the question of sal- 
ary. School superintendents are say- 
ing that it Is unfair to pay the agri- 
cultural men more salary than the 
other teachers get^ that the agri- 
cultural men are not usually able to be 
of much service to the school aystem, 
aside fromtlielr special subject, and 
are thereforo not worth more than 
other teachers. It the agricultural 
teachers In tho public schools contlnuo 
to get the higher salaries which they 
rightfully dei^and, they rhust see to 
It that they make their servlcea felt 
In the school aystem, and that there 
can be no question about the breadth 
and depth and liberality of their edu- 
cation. 

In the face of these dlfilcultles the 
outlook Is encouraging. The young 
man who haa the teaching spirit, who 
la not taWng agriculture wholly for 
self-nggrandlzemont, and who wishes 
to enter 0. line of service where his 
work will count for most and where 
the greatest self-satisfaction can come 
from needed and appreciated service, 
can do nothing better than to enter 
tho rank of tho pedagoga as a teacher 
of agriculture.

Parallelling th« robbery of tho Sab- 
Ino women In early Roman hmletory, a 
bandit crew from Guatemala dosheij 
across tho border recently and car- 
ried off the women of a tiny village. 
Excitement runa high, both hero and' 
throughout the colony, atnce the an- 
nouDcomont that no troops could bo 
sent to run the ihlevea to earth. That 
plans for a private Invasion of Guate- 
mala are In progress there la no doubt. 
A posse la expected to leave In a day 
or two well provided with arms and 
ammunition, to accompany the men of 
the vlllago to the mountain lair where, 
It [8 thoughl, the brigands hold their 
fair captTvcs. 

The border near tho point where the 
Mexkan, Guatemala and British Hon- 
duran Jlnes Join la Infested with out- 
lawB, who, by Jumjping from one coun- 
try to the other, avoid the rather Jax 
vigilance which l£ nialntalned by the 
police departments In "tTiTs "vail and 
sparaely settled region. Noarthellne, In 
British territory, Is the village of flul- 
let Tree Bank, one of the chicle ata- 
tlona on the Upper Bellie river. At 
present only ten families are making 
their homes In the place. 

It waa during the day that the rob- 
bera descended on tho village and car- 
ried away the women, when the men 
were all In the woods tapping the 
zapote trees and collecting the chicle. 
Five young women, daughtera of the 
chicle gatherers, accompanied by an 
older woman, who was the wife of one 
of the workmen, were w.ashlng cloth- 
ing on tho banks of the river. The 
other women, who were in the houses, 
heard screama and ran out to see their 
friends and relatives being driven be- 
fore a band of no less than 12 men. 
Tho alarm was given as soon us poa- 
Blblo, but as tho men of the vlllngo 
were several miles away and widely 
scattered in tho forests. It was night 
before all were summoned home. 
Their lack of sufflclentflrearms mode 
pursuit Impossible until arms and 
ammunition had been secured. - 

Loading their effects i Into, canoea 
and bringing the remaining women 
and children with tbem, the chicle 
gatherers came down stream ns rapid- 
ly as the current and sturdily plied 
raddles could bring them. 

On arrival here their story waa soon 
circulated throughout -the clfy. First 
the authorities were consulted, but It 
soon was apparent that the red tape 
surrounding legal procedure would bar 
any effective action. Many men vol 
unteered to Join the "chlcleroua/' and 
while the eipedlUon Is being cofaduct- 
ed as secretly as possible, there Is lit- 
tle danger of police Interference, as 
they are thought to sympathize with 
the movement— Belize (British Hon-

Taking all the energy put forth by 
a hard-working man during one whole 
year, the same amount of force would 
be furnished by 36 pounds of good 
coal, or say 40 pounds of average 
coal. 

We produce six tons a head of pop- 
ulation, and this contains the energy 
of 335 men working for a whole year. 

Of course, even In our best engines 
th^ greater part of the working en- 
ergy of coal Is wasted. But even If 
only one-tenth la turned to account, 
one and a half hundred weight of coal 
is equal to a man working for 800 
days of the year.

MUs Blanche Stuart Scott* Sailing 

High Overhead, Sees Tragedy, 

Nearly Collapses, But Lands 

Safely, Then F^alnts. 



Boston, Juir 3. — Mlaa Harriet Qulm- 
by ol Now York, the first woman to 
win nn avifttor'a license la America 
and tbo first ^wnian to cross tho Kng- 
Ush channel In nn aeroplane, was In- 
stantly killed with her pOBsenger, W. 
A. P. Willnrd, manager of the Boston 
aviation meet, at Atlantic Monday 
night, when her Blcrlot monoplane 
fell Into Dorchester bay from a height 
of a thousand feeL 

The accident happened when M!sa 
Qulmby and Wlllard were returning 
I from a trip over Boston harbor to 
Boston light, a distance of 20 miles 
in all. The filght was made In 20 
:mlnutes. The Blerlot, one of the la- 
;test models of military monoplanes, 
;clrcied the aviation field and soared 
;out over tho Savin Hill Yacht club, 
jjust outside the aviation grounds. 

Heading back Into tho eight mtle 
(gusty wind, JIIss Qulmby started to 
Ivolplane. Tho angle was too sharp 
land one of the gusts caught the tail 
lof the monoplane, throwing the ma- 
icblno up perpendicularly. 

For an Instant It poised there. 
Then, sharply outlined ngalnst tho 
■ Betting sun, Wlllard was thrown clear 
o( the chassis, followed almost imme- 
diately by Miss Qulmby. Hurling 
over and over, the two llguros shot 
downward, striking tho water -20 feet 
from shore. 

They splashed out of sight a second 
before the monoplane plunged down 
fifteen feet" away. 

It was low tide and the water was 
only five feet deep. Men from the 
yacht club In motor boats were on tho 
spot quickly and, leaping overboard, 
^Iragged tho bodies out of the mud 
Into which they had sunk deeply. 
Death probably was Instantaneous. 

Both bodies were badly crushed. 
Several of Miss Qulmby's bones were 
broken and there were many bruises. 
Wlllard, who weighed 190 pounds, hit 
the water face first and over one eyo 
there was a gash from which tho 
blood was flowing. He, too, sustained 
several fractures and bruises. The 
clothing of both flyers was torn and 
the bodies were so covered with mud 
that It was several minutes before the 
doctors and nurses could determine 
the full extent of the Injuries. 

When the victims were brought 
ashore In motor boats the bodies were 
laid on the ground on the edge of tho 
aviation field. The crowd which had 
been witnessing the filghts rushed 
over, but a troop of state cavalry held 
them back while Dr. George Sheahan, 
the field surgeon, with his staff and a 
nurse, made hasty examinations. 

In a few moments ambulances ar- 
rived and the victims were taken to 
the Qulncy hospital. 

Flying high overhead at tbe time of 
the fall was Miss Blanche Stuart 
Scott, another avlatrlce taking part 
In the meet. V * 

From bor high altitude Miss Scott 
had wf/{ched Miss Qulmby's splendid 
flight and was near by when the gust 
upset/the monoplane. In the exclte- 
metit of the moment no one noticed 
^thlj lone avlatrlce, but when Miss 
QuIraby'B body was brought ashore 
all eyes were directed aloft and Miss 
Scott was seen making sweeping cir- 
cles over the field at a height of 
about 500 feet. 

Twice she started to descend, but 
each time she was seen to falter. In 
another moment, summoning all her 
nerve, she turned the nose of her ma- 
chine downward and landed safely, 
collapsing In her seat before anyone 
could reach her. 



36 5T0RIVI VICTIMS FOUND 

Death List In Reglna Cyclone Proba- 
bly Will Not Exceed Fifty— 
Militia In Full Control. 

Reglnn. Sask., July 3.— It was a sor- 
rowful sight on which Monday morn- 
ing broke, after the havoc wrought 
by the cyclone which struck this city 
early Sunday night. Citizens who had 
escaped death or Injury aided the po- 
lice during the long, weary night In 
tho work of rescuing the injured and 
bodies of the dead from tlio ruins. 

Thlrty-sIx bodies had been recov- 
ered lu tho ruins. The death list prob- 
ably will be confined to fifty. The 
mllitin iias.been recalled from its an- 
nual encampment and Is in charge of 
the city.

IN CONVENTION 



Democrats Are in Hopeless 

Deadlock Over Choice of 

Candidate for President. 



WILSON TAKES LEAD IN VOTE 



Bryan Causes Sensation by Refusing 
to Vote for Any Candidate Favored 
by New York Delegation- 
Is Bitterly Attdcked. 



Baltimore, Md., July 2. — The Demo- 
cratic convention adjourned at mid- 
night Monday when tho total of bal- 
lots taken had reached 42, with no 
hope of a break In tho deadlock In 
sight 

Wilson is now leading, his strength 
having gradually Increased during the 
balloting of the afternoon and evening 
until ho reached TiOliA on tho thirty- 
ninth ballot, he hold to tills figure on 
tlie fortieth and dropped to 494 on the 
last ballot of the evening. 

Clark started the day with 4G9, but 
had dropped to 447^ when recess was 
taken for supper. At the evening ses- 
sion he started off with 432^^, dropped 
to 422 on the thirty-ninth ballot, but 
picked up two on the last ballot, clos- 
ing the evening session with 430. 

On the forty-e«cond ballot one vote 
each was given to James, Lewis, Kern 
and Gaynor. Bryan got one-half vote. 

Tho Underwood and Harmon 
strength has been holding steadily 
with but slight fiuctuatlons. Kern has 
been getting from one to four votes 
during the balloting of the day and 
night sessions and Foss has been hold- 
ing steadily with 2S right along. 
Bryan Is Storm Center. 

W. J. Bryan was the center of two 
exciting Incidents at the day session 
on Monday, John B. Stanchfleld. a 
delegate from New York. In expluTnlng 
his vote, made a bitter attack on the 
Nebraska man, declaring that he was 
attempting to deadlock the convention 
BO that he might get the nomination 
himself. He called Bo'an a political 
marplot and several other very uncom- 
pllme.ntary things. 

In the second Incident Bryan be- 
came the storm center of one of the 
most riotous scenes that has yet 
marked the convention. It was pre- 
cipitated by the .Missouri delegation 
■when the thirty-third ballot showed 
that Wilson was retaining the lend 
which he had taken on the thirtieth 
ballot. A huge banner inscribed with 
a laudatory tribute paid to Clark some 
years ago by Brj'an was flaunted In 
the commoner's face. Livid with rage, 
Bryan mounted the platform to make 
reply, but was ruled out of order by 
the chairman. A free-for-all fight over 
the. banner was started In front of the 
press Bland. Order finally was re- 
stor/td after ten minutes of .wild dis- 
order 

Wilson Demonstration. 
Another exciting Incident of the day 
was when Wilson passed Clark on the 
thirtieth ballot. Tho Wilson men 
started a demonstration which lasted 
for several minutes. 

During the day session Monday eight 
more fruitless ballots were taken, mak- 
ing a total of 34 up to the time the 
convention took a recess until eve- 
ning. Clark slowly warf losing his 
strength', while Wllsun gradually had 
been gaining. When the thirtieth bal- 
lot was announced it>8howed Wilson 
in the lead for tho first time. His vote 
was 460 to Clark's 455. Wilson con- 
tinued to gain slightly and on th« 
thirty-fourth ballot had 4791^^ to 
Clark's 447H. 

Rest O^er Sunday. 
With Gov. Woodrow Wilson gaining 
on each ballot and Speaker Champ 
Clark losing ground in the race for tho 
preaidontiar nomination, the Demo- 
cratic national convention at 11:05 
Saturday night adjourned until Mon- 
day morning at 11 o'clock. 

Twenty-six ballots had been taken 
since tho first call of tho states and 
there was no hope of a final verdict 
in sight. ; 

WllUam Jennings Brynn at tho aft- 
ernoon session had ^attacked Cli^rk 
and said he would vote folf no man 
willing to accept nomination' at tho 
hands of "Murphy of Tammany Hall." 



Tho ballots Saturday ran from tho 
thirteenth to tho twenty-sixth. Wil- 
son began at 35CH nnd ended at 407%, 
n net gain during the day of 51 votes. 
Speaker Clark began at 554 and foil to 
4G3^, a loss of'SO^ votes. 

New York Switch Offset. 

Tho antl'Clnrk lenders In tho con- 
vention called attention to tho fact 
that this almost exactly otTsct tho 90 
Votes given to Clark by tho Now 
York delegation. 

Breaks to Governor W'llson. were 
coming from many different delega- 
tions as tho balloting closed. 

Tho Harmon delegates from Ohio 
threw their support to Spealccr Clark 
en three ballots, but they did not mate- 
rially help him toward tho necessary 
two-thirds vote because of the grad- 
ual Inroads mado by Wilson. Thoy 
then changed back to Harmon and re- 
mained there until tho last ballot of 
the evening. 

The bulk oftho Massachusetts dele- 
gation deserted Clark Saturday night 
and started a Poss boom. It created 
little excitement 

Kansas was the first Important 
state to desert Clark as a wholo for 
Wilson. 

Wilson Outburst Starts. 

A demonstration for Woodrow Wil- 
son was precipitated on tho twenty- 
sixth ballot when the Marj-land dele- 
gation, which had stood solid for 
Clark from the first, demanded a poll. 
Indicating a possible split. This split 
in Itself showed only two and a half 
votes gain for the Now Jersey execu- 
tive, but his supporters took It as the 
signni for more to come. 

Clark adherents, not to be outdone, 
took a hand In tho demonstration. 
Clark banners suddenly appeared and 
were paraded about tho aisles. 

The noisy outburst ended after 23 
minutes of marching and cheering, 
and n motion made by a Wilson sup- 
porter to adjourn until Monday morn- 
ing was carried. 

Cryan Deserts Clark. 

Under the guise of explaining a 
change of vote in tho Nebraska dele- 
gation. William J. Brynn got another 
hearing In the convention Saturday 
and again threw tho delegates and 
8pectat6rs into a disorderly uproar. 

Bryan, who. under primary Instruc- 
tions, had been voting for Champ 
Clark, announced that ho would- not 
vote for him again while Now York 
was Included in tho Clark column. 
He changed his vote to Woodrow Wil- 
son, but defiantly declared ho would 
change again If "Mr. Murphy" and 
"the Ryan-Belraont-Murphy crowd" 
should vote for Wilson. 

Clark Reaches High Vote. 

Tho first twelve ballots were taken 
at the session which began Friday 
night and lasted until after seven 
o'clock Saturday morning when the 
tired delegates took a recess until 
afternoon. 

Tho first ballot gave Clark 440%; 
Wilson, 324; Harmon. 148; Under- 
wood, 117. Clark gained steadily un-

Tho twenty-sixth ballot was ordered 
at 0:35. 

With tho call for Missouri tlio en- 
tiro delegation aroso and shouted:

Some semblance of order finally 
was restored. 

Poll Gives Wilson 2<^. 

The poll of the Maryland dQloga- 
tlon was resumed. A cheer greeted 
tho vote of United States Senator Isa^ 
dor Rayner, cast for Wilson. Tho poli 
was Interrupted frequently by dlso^ 
dor. It became eo dlfllcult to keep the 
delegates and spectators quiet that 
extra policemen were stationed about 
three feet apart In all tho aisles. 

The convention then adjourned un- 
til eleven o'clock Monday morning. 
Candidates Are Named. 

Two separate demonstrations marked 
tho Thursday night session. Tho great- 
est ono occurred when Senator Reed 
of Missouri made his speech present- 
ing tho name of Champ Clark as Mis- 
souri's candidato for tho nomination 
for president 

There was a small demonstration 
when Gov. Baldwin's namo was pre- 
sented. Wheu Judgo J. W. Wescott 
completed his speech placing in nom- 
ination tho name of Prof. Woodrow 
Wilson there was groat cheering and 
tumult which lasted fully thirty min- 
utes. 

Tho nominating speeches were limit- 
ed to thirty minutes and the nominat- 
ing Biweches to five minutes each. 

Congressman Underwood's name 
was' presented by W. B. Bankhcad. 
and tho Alabama man's friends 
cheered lustily for their candidate. 

Colonel Bryan, earlier In the even- 
ing, sot tho convention wild when ho 
rnado an attack on the predatory in- 
terests, specifically naming Morgan. 
Ryan and Belmont. 

Colonel Bryan Scorec 

Ho lutroducccl a resolution de- 
Qjarlng J. P. Morgap, Thomas F. 
Ryan and Augtist Belmont ene- 
mies of the party, and placing the 
convention squarely on recora against 
tho nomination of a man for tbe presi- 
dency who was In any way connected 
with these men or their Interests or 
in any way under their Infiuence. A 
clause In tho resolutions demanding 
iho withdrawal of Ryan and Belmont 
as delegates was subsequently with- 
drawn. 

Bryan made a remarkably fervid 
speech, denouncing tho predatory In- 
terests and these men In particular. 
Ho was frequently interrupted with 
applause, which at times assumed the 
proportions of a demonstration. Mr. 
JBryan declared that an effort was be- 
ing mado to sell out the Democratic 
party to tho predatory Interests. 

Ho declared that It was tho most 
brazen, the most Impudent attempt 
ever made In the history of American 
politics to dominate a convention. 
Bttfio the |>eoplo's will and make the 
party's nomiueo tho bond slave of the 
men who exploit tlio people. 

Mr. Bryan moved to suspend tue 
rules and placo tho resolution un Its 
passage. A two-thirds voto was nec- 
essary. 

Tho motion was carried by a voto of 
S09 to ISO. 

During the calling of the roll Iho 
convention was in a mild turmoil, tho 
disorder being as great as at any timo 
during tho weelc 

Wilson Men Win. 

Tho session Thu rsday afternoon 
was marked by tho Uebato over the 
South Dakota contest cases and tho 
victory of, the minority of the com- 
mittco on credentials, which succeed- 
ed in having the Wilson men from 
South Dakota seated by a voto of 1139 
to 427. 

Permanent organization was then 
otTcctcd and Chairmf\n James maco 
his address. In which ho declared that 
tho '.arlff is tho loading Issuo of the 
campaign. 

Orators Break Loose. 
' Whoa< tho Democratic conventloa 
convenor. Wodnosday the commlttoo 
on credentials was still wrestling with 
the Illinois contest and announced that 
they would not bo ready to report un- 
til evening. The delegates were en* 
tortalned and instructed for a few 
hours by some of tho great orator* 
ot the party. 

Bryan Loses Fight 

William Jennings Bryan went down 
to defeat in tho first fight In the 
Democratic national convention. 

Judge Alton B. Parkor of Now York 
defeatod the Nebr^tska man for tern' 
porary chairman of the convention by 
a voto of 579 to 506. 
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CHOSEN TO LEAD 
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Rnally Selected by. Demooratio 
Convention as the Presi- 
dential Candidate.

Baltimore, July 3, — Woodrow Wilson 
Is the nominee of the Demdcratio 
party for president 

Tho victory for tho governor of New 
Jersey came on the forty-sixth ballot 
and was tho cause of a tremendous 
demonstration which lasted for a long 

time. 

It was just 3:14 when the final ac- 
tion como that gavo Wilson the nomi- 
nation, the votes of Pennsylvania 
clinching the result, though It is con- 
ceeded that the action of tho Illinois 
dolegatlon in casting their votes solid- 
ly for tho New Jersey governor start- 
ed tho victorious movem6nL 

For many hours delegates and the 
people of Daltlmoro awaited tho mo- 
ment when Wilson was to win. Tho 
air was filled with rumors of "some- 
thing doing," and the Baltimore pollco 
had more, than they could do to con- 
trol tho anxious crowds outsido the 
entranco to the armory. 

Wilson had been gaining steadily all 
day and at the close of tho forty-fifth 
ballot thc/manngcrs of the other can- 
didatee conceded their defeat. Sena^ 
tor Stone and ex-Governor Francis, 
managers for Champ Clark, admitted 
that tlio speaker's chances wero gone

and formally released the delegates 
who~ were pledged to him. Senator 
Bankhead wltlidrew tho name of Mr. 
Underwood and Qovemor Fobs also 
^as taken out of the race. 

Greeted by Wild Cheers. 
Each of tneso announcements was 
greeted with wild cheers by the Wil- 
son men and ithe packed ' galleries 
Joined in tho tumult. In tho midst of 
the confusion tho next ballot was or^ 
dored, but every ono know what the 
result would bo and Just kept on yell- 
ing. When Wilson's vote passed the 
780 tho noise was deafeplng. All the 
delegates wero standing on their 
chairs, and almost at once tlio usual 
procession of state standards was 
started by tho enthusiasts. Delega- 
tion after delegation fell Into line and 
tho shouting parade marched through 
tho aisles before the speaker's stand 
and down tho aisles again. Chairman 
James know It was useless to try to 
restore order until the people had ex- 
hausted themselves, so he did not 
make tho effort. Even tho men who 
for a , week had fought stubbornly 
against the nomination of tho gover- 
nor fioemed glad that It was all' over.. 
Thoy had struggled doaporotely 
through many sweltering sessions and 
used every artifice of politics in vain, 
and thoy wero ready to accept the voiv 
diet and go homo for a clean collar 
and a rest

Actlon^f Republican AdmlnlBtratlon 

In C&mpromlBlng With Standard 

Oil and Tobacco Combines 

Condemned— VIewB on 

Other Subjects. 



Following aro tbo principal planks 
of tbo platform adopted by the Domo- 
cratlo national convontlon at BolU- 
znore. 

The Tariff Reform. 
"Wo declare it. to be a fundaniental 
prlliclplo of tho Domocmtlc portjr 
tbat the federal govornnieDt under 
the ConHtltutlon hna no right or pow- 
er to Impose or collect tarttt duties 
except for the purpose of rovonuo 
and vr6 demand that tho collection of 
such t^xoB Shalt bo limited to tho no* 
cossltloB of government honestly and 
economically ndmlnlstored. 

"The high Republican tariff la the 
principal c&ubo of tho unequal dlfitrl* 
buUon of wealth; It Is a system of 
taxation which makes tho rich richer 
and tho poor poorer; under Its opera- 
tions tho American farmer and labor- 
ing man are the chief sutferera; It 
raises tho cost of the neccftsnrlea of 
life to them, but does not protect their 
product or wages. 

"Wo favor th« Immediate down- 
ward revision of the existing high, 
and In many cases, prohibitive tariff 
duties, Insisting that material rcduc- 
tlona bo speedily made upon tho nec- 
essaries of life. Articles entorlng/ln- 
td competition with trust controiled 
products and articles of American 
manufacture where sotd abroad moro 
cheaply than at homo could bo put 
upon the free list. 

"Wo denounce tho action of Presi- 
dent Taft In vetoing tho bills to re- 
duco tho tariff In the cotton, woolen, 
metals and chemicals schedules and 
the farmers free list bills, all of 
which was designed to give Immedi- 
ate relief to tho masses from tho ex- 
actions of the. trusts. 

"The Republican party, while 
promising tariff revision, has shown 
by Its tariff legislation that such re- 
vision Is not to be In the people's In- 
^^ terests and hartng boon falthloBs to 
Its plcylges of 1008 It should no longer 
Gojoy tho Gonfltlonco of the nation. 
High Cost of Living. 
"The high coat of living Is a se- 
rious problem In every American 
home. Tho Republican party In Its 
platform attempts to escape from re- 
sponsibility for present conditions by 
denying that they are duo to a pro- 
tecUvo tariff. Wo tako Issue with 
them on this subject and charge that 
excessive, prices result In a largo 
measure from iho high tariff laws on- 
acted and maintained by the KopuU 
llcan party, and from trusta and com- 
mercial conspirators fostered and en- 
.-...couragcd by such laws, and we assort 
that no substantial relief can bo se- 
cured for tho people until Import du- 
ties on the necessaries of life are map 
terlally reduced, and those criminal 
conspiracies broken up. 

Antl-Truat Lav/, 
"A private monopoly la Indefensi- 
ble and Intolerable. We therefore fa- 
vor the vigorous enforcement of the 
criminal as well as the civil law 
against truats and trust ofDclals, and 
demand enactment of such additional 
legislation as may bo necessary to 
make It Impossible for a private mo- 
nopoly to exist In the United States. 
"Wo oondomn the action of tho He- 
publlcan admlulatratlon In compro- 
mising with the Standard OH Com- 
pany and tbo tobacco trust and Ita 
failure to Invoke tho criminal pro- 
visions of the antl-truat law against 
the ofllcera of thoae corporations aft- 
er the court had declared that froni 
the undisputed, facts In the record 
they had violated the criminal provla- 
lona of the law. 

"Wo regret that Sherman nntl-trust 
law tiaa received a Judicial construc- 
tion depriving It of much of Its ef- 
flcacy, and we favor tho enactment of 
legislation which will restore to the 
statute tho strength of which It haa 
been deprived by such Interpretation. 
Income Tax and Popular Election of* 
Senators. 
"Wo congratulate the country upon 
the triumph of two Important reforms 
demanded In the last national- plat- 
" form, namely, the amendment of the 
federal constitution authorizing an In- 
come tax and tho amendment pix)vld- 
Ing for tho popular election of sena- 
tors, and we call upon tho people of 
all tho atatea to rally to the support 
of tho pending propoaltlona and seouro 
their ratification. 

"Wo note with gratification the 
unanlraoua . sentiment In favor of

lation to the enormous expenditures of 
money In behalf of tho president and 
hlfl prwlocosBor In tho recent contoat 
for tho nopubllcan nomination for 
preslflont. 

Presidential Primaries. 

"The movement towards moro popu- 
lar govommont should bo promoted 
through loglflUtlon In each atato which 
win permit tho expression of the pref- 
erence of tho electors for national can- 
didates at presidential primaries. 

"Wo direct that tho national com- 
mittee Incorporate In tho call for tho 
next nominating convention a require- 
ment that all expresBlons of preference 
for presidential candidates shall be 
given and tho selection of delegates 
and alternates bo through a primary 
election conducted by the party or- 
ganization In each state where such 
oiprcflalon and election aro not pro- 
vided for by state law. 

Term of President. 

"We favor a single prealdentlal 
term, and to the end urge the adoption 
of an amendment to tho constitution 
making the president of the United 
States Inollglblo to ro-oloctlon, and wo 
pledge tho candldnto of thla conven- 
tion to this principle. 

RallroadB, Express Companlee, Tole- 
er*aph and Telephone Lines. 
"Wo favor tho ofllclent aupervlslon 
and rato regulation of railroads, ex- 
press companies, telegraph and tele- 
phone linos engaged In Interstate com- 
merce. To this end we recommend 
"the valuation of railroads, express 
companies, telegraph and telephone 
lines by the Interstate commerce com- 
mission, such valuation to tako Into 
cenalderntlon tho physical value of tho 
property, tho original coat, the cost 
of reproduction, and any* element of 
value that will render tho valuation 
fait and Just 

Banking Legislation. 
"Wo oppose the so-called Aldrlch 
bill or tho establishment of a cen- 
tral bank, and we boUove the people of 
the country will be largely freed from 
panlca and consequent un-employment 
and business depreaalon by auch a aya- 
tomatic tovislon of our banking lawa 
as will render temporary roHef In lo- 
calltlea where such relief is needed, 
with protection from control or dom- 
ination by what la known as tho 
money trust. 

Parcels Poet and Rural Delivery, 
"We favor the establishment of a 
parcels post or postal express, and 
also tho extension of the rural de- 
livery system as rapidly as practic- 
able. 

Tho campaign contributions plank 
pledges tho party to tho enactment of 
a law prohibiting any corporation 
from contributing to a campaign fund. 
It also limits Individual contributions 
to a "reasonable maximum." 

Tho Democratic congress Is heartily 
commended for Its long list of laws 
for the benefit of the people after a 
generation of unlimited power by tho 
Republican party. The next plank 
arralgna the Republican party for 
waste of "tho money wrung from tho 
people by oppresalvo taxation." 

A plank on rural, credlta la of Im- 
portance. It Is recommended that an 
Investigation of agricultural credit so- 
cieties In foreign countries bo made 
looking toward devising a aultablo sys- 
tem for tho United States. A watei^ 
waya plank provides for federal con- 
trol of the Mississippi and other wa- 
tenvays. The plan la to maintain an 
average depth on the big river so It 
will be navigable, and construct docks 
to prevent further flooda. Thla plank 
also favors draining of all swamp 
lands. 

The platform favors post roada. It 
rcatOrms Us declarations In the 1908 
platform in regard to labor. It holds 
there should bo a modification oT the 
Injunctloual laws. 

It also recommends a department of 
labor with a cabinet oflHoor. 

The conservation plank Is alao of 
Importance . and holda that conserva- 
tion and devolopmont ahould proceed 
for tho benefit of all the people. Im- 
mediate action la favored to make 
available the coal depoalta of Alaska. 

A puro food and publlo health plank 
declares- for the union and strength- 
ening of the varlouB governmental 
agencies relating to pure food, quaran- 
tine, vital atatlstlcs and human health. 
This department should be admlnlsr 
torod without partiality or dlscrimlna- 
tlon In favor of or against any school 
of medicine. The civil service law 
should be honestly and rigidly en- 
forced. Ix}glaldtlon 1b favored to pro- 
mote law reform. The "policy of em- 
iwrlallam" In the PhlHppInea la de- 
nounced. It favors the declaration of 
the independonoe of thoae Islands. 
Arizona and Now Afexlco are wel- 
comed to tho sisterhood of states.

Los Angeles, Cal., June 29. — Clar- 
ence S. I>arrow was openly charged 
Thursday, for tho first time since the 
Darrow bribery trial began, more 
than alx weeka ago, by a wltnoaa on 
tho stand with having personally of- 
fered him a bribe to turn over to blm 
certain evldenco against the McNa- 
mara brothers. 

Ouy Dlddlnger, a Chicago detective 
Borgeant, temporarily employed by 
Detective William J. Burns and one 
of the men who arrested Jamoa B. 
McNumara and Ortio McMdnigal, was 
on the witness stand. Ho tostlQed he 
bad pretended to accept Barrow's of- 
fer, and that, while In Son Francisco 
last Auguat, had arranged ao that 
Darrow could secretly view a confer- 
ence between William J. Bums and 
Eugene A. Clancy, a Son Franclaco 
labor loader. 

Barrow, the witness said, had told 
blm ho wished to learn who, In the In- 
ner councils of tho McNamara do- 
fonso, had been "tipping off" secret 
Information to Bums. BIddlnger told 
blm that It was Clancy, and that it he 
came to San Francisco at a certain 
time ho would show him Clancy and 
Burns together. 

Tho defense gained what waa re- 
garded aa an Important victory when 
Judge Hutton sustained an objection 
to the ' testimony of Waldo Falloon. 
one of the shorthand reportors who 
took down the conversations between 
Darrow and John R. Harrington 
through a tolophonlc device. Falloon 
admitted that he heard only parts of 
tho conversation. His note book was 
turned over to a court reporter en- 
gaged by tho defense, who, according 
to Attorney Rogers, could not decipher 
the notes.

GENERAL ESTENOZ IS KILLED IN 
BATTLE WITH FEDERALS. 



Body of rnsurrecto Taken to Santi- 
ago 'and identified — Associate 
Chieftain May Also Bo Dead. 

Santiago, Cuba, July 1. — Gen, Evarls- 
to Estenoa, tho rebel leader, was killed 
Thursday at Vega Bollaco, six miles 
from Mlcaro, In the vicinity of Sen- 
se, by government troops under com- 
mand of Lieutenant do la Torre, after 
a battle In which 100 Insurgents were 
killed. The dead Include probably 
alao Gen. Pedro Ivonet, whose body, 
however, has not yet been found. 

The body of General Eatenoz haa 
arrived In thla city. Great crowds of 
people lined the streets as tho corpse 
was taken to the military barracka, 
where It will He exposed to public 
view until the burial. 

General Eatenoz waa killed by 
Lieutenant de la Torre himself with 
a shot In the hoad from a revolver. 

General Ivonot's horae, covered with 
blood, was found on tho field of bat- 
tle. His sword and revolver also 
were picked up. It la now believed 
General Ivonet escaped, but hia cap- 
ture la expected, at any momenL 

There la great* rejoicing In tho city 
over tho dofeat of the rebels. Thou- 
sands of people flocked to the bar- 
racka throughout the morning to soe 
the body of General Eatenoz.

TORNADO 8WEEP3 CANADIAN 
TOWN AND HUNDREDS PER- 
ISHED IN WRECKAGE. 



5,000 TROOPS SENT TO REGINA 



Dozen Telephone Olrls Plunged to 
Their Death When Exchange Is 
Demollshsd— Canadian City In 
Total Darkness— Loos $5,000,000. 

"Winnipeg, Man., July 2.— A cyclono 
swept through Regliuu the capital of 
Saekatchewan, Sunday nlgbt, leaving 
corpses in its wake estimated to 
number between one and four hun- 
dred, devastating a large strip of tho 
bualneas district, demolishing throe 
churches and d dozen or more busi- 
ness botiaes. ' 

The telephone exchange waa razed 
with a dozen or ao girls amongst tho 
dobrls. The power plant shared tho 
same fate, and to make tho work of 
rescue more terrible, the city la in 
darkness. Cyclonlo clouds have 
hovored around the northwest, and It 
la feared the atorm will return. 

Before entering the city from the 
aouthenat It deatroyed the now capital 
building, then It cleaned up some two 
hundred or more private residences. 
Then six grain olevatora wero blown 
acroaa the tracka, completely block- 
ing traffic. Then It passed away to 
the northeast Chaoa reigns hero. 

Five thousand troops are being 
rushed to the scene from Sowel camp» 
for already pillaging has commenced, 
and tho mayor haa lasued orders to 
ahoot anyone on sight seen pillaging 
or robbing dead. Details are very 
meager from Roglna and every dis- 
patch gives a different number of 
dead, Three churches were destroyed 
and hundreds of people are Injured. 

All hospitals aro filled and atores 
are being turned Into morgues and 
temporary hospitals. Surrounding 
cities and towns are sending doctors 
and nuraoa. All direct communication 
with Roglna Is cut oft and mossagea 
being received here are dispatched 
from neighboring tflwna. Tho thrco 
telegraph ofllces aro wrecked aa well 
aa tho railroad stations. 

The loss will run Into $5,000,000 on 
most conservative estimate and may 
run double this amount Dispatches 
received here placed the dead at 75 
with a number Injured who will die. 

Reported several villages to north- 
cast of here also atruck but this can- 
not be confirmed. Canadian Pacific 
will accept nothing hut death mes- 
aages for points west as far aa Roglna, 
Several flres broke out In Reglna after 
cyclone and two of them attained dan- 
gerous proportions, but heroic work on 
tho part of firemen and volunteers 
saved the situation, but tho fire la 
liable to break out again at any mo- 
ment for there la the wildest disorder 
which tho royal, northwest mounted 
police aro not oble to control. 

Some thirty largo wholesale blocks 
were deatroyed and had It not been 
Sunday night tho loss of life would 
have ben far greater. ■William Allen, 
a formerly well-known eportlng' man, 
lost everything, but ho and his wife 
escaped injury. Several newspaper 
men are mlsalng and are reported to 
be dead. 

Later scenes In tho darkened city 
are Indescribable. railway , yard 
stores are ransacked f6r lamps and 
the Imperial Oil company la giving 
away oil. Hotola and aurvlving 
churches have been turned Into tem- 
porary hoapttals and morgues. The 
dlfflcultles of search are made worse 
by the darkness. Seven telephone 
glrla have been taken from the debris 
of tho Government Telephone ex- 
change. Railroad yards In the west 
end of tho city are wrecked.
